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He then recorded in his notes the surveying work done through Jv 
23, 1888 in which he adjusted the city to true measurements, 

By 1889 Heber was ready for organization as a township, and Henry 
Aird was appointed as the first town board president. He served until 
1894 when Thomas Huskinson Giles was elected and served two years. 
James W. Clyde was elected in 1896 and served until the election of Ed- 
ward D. Clyde in 1898. Robert Duke followed in 1900 and served until 
1902 when articles of incorporation were drawn up and the town became 
an officially incorporated city. 3 

James W. Clyde was elected as the city’s first mayor, with member- 
ship of the new city council form of government consisting of Joseph 
Hatch, E. J. Cummings, David C. Hanks, George A. Wootton and Joseph 
A. Murdock. 

An early action by the mayor and city council consisted of calling for 
bids to run the sprinkling wagon through the city on dusty summer days. 
Bidders and their prices per day included Ed Tilt, $2.80; Bert Tilt, $2.50; 
J. C. Murdock, $2.40; Harmon Cummings, $2.50; Walter Wickham, $2.25 
and John Carlile, $2.48. 

The council acted on the “lowest qualified bid” and hired Mr. Wick- 
ham to sprinkle the streets. 

In the election of November, 1903, candidates aligned themselves 
with the Democratic and Republican political parties, and the Democrats 
won a sweeping community victory. 

The new city officials were Joseph A. Rasband, mayor; John T. Giles, 
four-year councilman: Joseph R. Murdock, A. B. Murdock, Orson Ryan 
and E. L. Clegg, two-year councilmen; David W. Hicken, marshal; LaVina 
Murdock, recorder; George Barzee, treasurer and Livingston Montgom- 
ery, justice of the peace. 

In May of 1905 the city officials promoted a bond election to raise 
$40,000 for the purpose of installing a water system. By 1905 the city 
council was able to pass the following ordinance: 

“That a water works system be constructed to supply its inhabitants 
with water and shall be known and designated as Heber City Water 
Works. The said system shall be the property of said city.” 

Early the following spring, work was underway to complete the sys- 
tem. The main source of supply was the Broadhead Spring, east of the 
city. 

Heber's third mayor was elected in the fall of 1905 and served dur- 
ing 1906 and 1907. He was Joseph R. Murdock. Serving with him on the, 
city council were David Fisher, John T. Giles, Robert Duke, Joseph E. 
Tomlinson and John E. Moulton. Joseph A. Murdock was recorder wi, 
Moroni Moulton, treasurer; David W. Hicken, marshal and Fred L. 
Clegg, justice of the peace. 

A significant cultural step was taken by Mayor Murdock in Novem- 
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streets as a safety precaution. E. J. Duke and E. Parley Cliff were ap- 
pointed to meet with club members to discuss the matter. It was some two 
years and several accidents later, however, before the poles were finally 
moved. 

One of Heber City’s leading physicians, Dr, H. Ray Hatch, became 
the community's mayor in the election of 1915. Chosen to serve with Dr. 
Hatch on the city council were G. Frank Ryan, four-year councilman; 
E. J. Duke, Isaac Jacobs, George M. Jorgensen and Parley A. Murdock. 
Later, Mr. Jorgensen moved from the city and John A, Anderson was 
appointed in May of 1916 to fill the vacancy. J. E. McMullin was 
elected recorder and Alfred Sharp was treasurer. 3 

John A. Fortie became mayor in 1918 after winning the elec- 
tion the previous Fall. George Smith, Joseph A. Murdock, J. Fred Giles 
and Abe Turner comprised the city council, while Sylvan Rasband was 
treasurer and J, E. McMullin the recorder, 

Taking office as mayor in 1920 was E, J. Duke. John H. Miller was 
four-year councilman with Moroni Moulton, George Smith, J. W. Ma- 
honey and Andrew Murdock two-year councilmen. Douglas Giles was 
recorder and Emer Murdock, treasurer. 

E. J. Duke again served as mayor during 1922 and 1923 with J. 
W. Giles, Heber G. Crook, L. D. Greenwood and J. Claud Hicken as 
members of the council. J. E. McMullin was recorder and Elmer 
Strong, treasurer. 

In the election of 1923 J. E. McMullin won the mayorality race, ful- 
filling a | time dream. While still a young man he had developed a 
desire to «me day lead the affairs of the city. 

“When in my early teens,” he wrote, “and attending Central School, 
I had a deep desire to become Mayor of Heber City someday. I was so 
impressed with the idea l even chose my councilmen.” 

When he actually became mayor in 1924, two of his councilmen were 
among those he had previously considered. They were Jesse R. Nelson 
and J. W. Giles. Other councilmen were John H. Miller, Albert Dick- 
son and T. Henry Moulton. J. Sylvan Rasband was recorder and Elmer 
Strong, treasurer. 

During his first term, Mayor McMullin spearheaded the drive to 
organize the Heber Volunteer Fire Department. The area's first mo- 
torized fire engine was purchased in 1924 and “initiated” at a fire on 
Sept. 17, 1925, when hay, grain and straw belonging to Thomas, Erwin 
and Don Rasband began to burn in a field on the Charleston Road. The 
fire started from a spark from a threshing machine. 

On Sept. 21, 1925 the city council passed an ordinance creating the 
official fire department and providing for fire inspection. The council 
also hired John Barnes at $15 a quarter to sound the fire siren each morn- 
ing at 7 a.m. as a time regulator. 

The first members of the fire department included Frank W. Hardy,
